The man shot had a bad reputation", being 
quarrelsome, and addicted to drinking.

R e d d in g , March 27th.—Henry Martin, 
an engineer running a construction engine 
at the front, shot a man yesterday six 
times. It seems the man bail tried to kill 
Martin on different occasions, and on yes­ 
terday morning had gone to Martin’s sleep­ 
ing car to kill him, hut Martin and wife 
were out at breakfast. Martin shot at him 
three times, he running into a tent, Martin 
following and shooting him three times 
more while he was lying on a bed badly 
wounded. The man is still alive but it is 
almost impossible for him to recover. 
HE IS A COWBOY. 
Y 're k a , March 27th—2 p. ,w.—The mart 
shot by Martin yeterday will recover, al­ 
though three bullets were lodged in his 
body, two of which have been extracted. 
He calls himself a “ cowboy,” and is named 
Murrain. 
LIYKD LONG ENOUGH. 
A Monterey Man Coolly Sits Down and 
Iilows Ills Drains Ont. 
Monterey,March 27th.—Samuel B. Bron­ 
son committed suicide to-day. Deceased 
had been keeping a fruit store for some 
time and sold out his business about two 
months Ego. Since then lie lias been 
drinking, and on several occasions had 
told parties that lie wa»tired of living and 
was going to do away with himself. He 
entered the saloon of G. W. Reed this 
morning and walked into the back room 
and sat down on a chair and began to read 
a newspaper. In a few minutes the bar­ 
keeper heard a report, and on entering tbe 
room found Bronson with a bullet through 
his brain and the smoking pistol about 
three feet from him. He was a native of 
New Y'ork, about 60 years of age, and a 
veteran of the Mexican war. He has no 
relatives in this State, but has a sister, Mrs. 
A. Hudson, living in New Y'ork.

Citrus fruits and wines 
grown in this district were displayed and 
sampled in abundance. 
Keeping l*p with the Procession. 
Calistoga, March 27th.—Last night a 
meeting was held here and preliminary 
steps taken toward the organization of a 
Beard of Trade. In their remarks citizens 
expressed the determination that this 
favored and beautiful locality should no 
longer rest unnoticed merely for the want 
of proper action on tbe part of its citizens, 
and that the attractions here offered for the 
husbandman, and alsj the men of means 
wanting pleasant homes should he made 
known without delay. There was a deep 
interest taken in the subject, and much en­ 
thusiasm manifested. 
A G reat Future for California. 
Tem pleton, March 27th.—The purchase 
of property here by W. V. Huntington last 
week has been followed by a prospect of a 
similar action by other ieading railroad 
men. Huntington and two other leading 
railroad officials were here to-day negotiat­ 
ing similar purchases. Kingston, a lead­ 
ing Illinois capitalist, is examining prop­ 
erly with a view to investment. He pre 
diets that tbe changes in Chicago in the 
last haif century will be surpassed in Cali­ 
fornia in less than the next quarter of a 
century. The tide of settlers increases 
every day, and hotel extensions cannot be 
made fast enough to keep up with the in­ 
creased demand. 
Work on the Salinas bridge and tbe new 
road3 converging in Templeton is being 
pushed with energy. 
Looking at Normal School Sites. 
Ctttco, March 27th.—The Normal School 
Trustees arrived last evening. I’rofesscr 
Alien and Secretary Childs, of Los Angeles, 
were absent.

The Soul hern Pacific Said to Have Sec- 
cured a Local Koad. 
P ortland, March 27th.—It is stated on 
reliable authority that the Southern Pacific 
has secured the control of the Portland and 
Willamette Valley road (narrow gauge) 
running between this city and Dundee, a 
distance of twenty-eight miles. This, in 
addition to the Oregon and Colorado, prac­ 
tically gives them control ot the entire 
Willamette valley transportation system, 
except that afforded by the Willamette 
river and the Oregon Pacific line to Yaqui- 
na bay. The acquisition of tbe narrow 
gauge also gives tbe Southern Pacific a di­ 
rect line into Portland by building thirteen 
miles of track and a bridge costing $150,­ 
000. The Oregon and California road now 
terminates in East Portland and there is a 
costly ferry transfer. The purchase of the 
narrow gauge will do away with this ex­ 
pense. 
SAN FRANCISCO P0ST0FFICE. 
The W ay in W hich Holm an M anaged to 
O bstruct an A ppropriation. 
The following letter appeared on Saturday 
in the San Francisco paper addressed, and 
very effectively refutes the unjust reflection 
upon Congressman Morrow in the matter 
of securing the appropriation for the 1'ost- 
oflice site in that city : 
To the Eflitor of the Chronicle - Sum In the 
Chronicle of yesterday Jesse 1>. Carr is reported 
as having said to a reporter that the appropria­ 
tion for a Postoflice site could have beeu* . o- 
cured it t::e previous session of Congress. 
*• It would have been passed,” he says, “ if 
Morrow had been more prudent.” In view of 
the fact that the people of this city had for 
nearly twenty years prior to my term in Con­ 
gress "petitioned most vigorously (or a new Post- 
oftice building; t*at the Chamber of Commerce 
and Board of Trade had passed numerous reso­ 
lutions upon the subject, and the Legislature of 
the Mate, even, enlisted in support of the prop­ 
osition, and all this effort without success, it 
will doubtless occur to the average citizen that 
my effort to obtain the appropriation, however 
directed, was reasonably successful. 
Mr. Carr, as reported, explains my impru­ 
dence as follows : “ Holman is a very shrewd 
man. When Morrow went before the committee, 
Holman said : ‘ Well, when you get the site, 
what kind of a building will vou want .” Mor­ 
row unguardedly said : * Well, we shall expect 
a fiist-c ass building one that will cost, when 
completed, i-'>,ouo,ouo or Sfi.OOO.GiX).’ That settled 
it. Holman had heard enough.” 
If I had said what Mr. Carr attributes to me, I 
would certainly have told the truth. We do ex­ 
pect the General Government to erect a first- 
class substantial building in ¿“an Francisco, aud 
the appropriation of $350,000 for a site only car­ 
ries that proposition on its face. The location, 
and commercial and financial importance oí 
tlrs city demand that the Federal building uow 
to l»e erected riiould be first-class in every par­ 
ticular, and I am sure I shall be justified in urg­ 
ing the propriety and necessity of iurther ap­ 
propriations with that object in view. Hut con­ 
cerning Mr. Holman’s opposition to our bill, I 
beg leave to suggest that Mr. Carr has been 
misinformed upon the subject. In the first 
place, Mr. Ilolman was not a member of 
the Committee on Public Buildings and 
Ground-» and was, therefore, not present 
when the bill was under consideration. 
Furthermore he never raised the objection 
mentioned by Mr. Carr to any member of the 
delegation. Theobjecti n he urged while here 
iu San Francisco, and when spoken to al>out the 
matter in Washington, was that the new build­ 
ing should be erected on the present Custom­ 
house lot. His op]»ositioD, therefore, to the pur­ 
chase of a new site was the obstacle in the way 
of obtaining unanimous consei t to the passage 
of the bill at an earlier date. My recognition 
for a motion to suspend the rules and pass the 
bill came, however, in regular order, when an 
oppo ilion of leas than one-third of the House 
wmj ineffectual to prevent the passage of the 
bill. The real difficulty we apprehended was 
that my name might not be reached on the 
Speaker’s list fora motion to suspend the rales, 
ar hough 1 had beeu on the list for over a year. 
A motion to suspend the rules is only in order 
when made by a member (not a Chairman of a 
committee) on the first Monday of each month 
aud on the last six days of the session During 
the last Congress other business of a privileged 
character continually interfered to prevent 
the recognition of members desinug to 
make such motions, and during the la't 
six days the Speaker was continually im­ 
portuned by mem bets to disregard the list 
regularly eutered end recognize gentlemen who 
desired to make motions to take up bills said to 
be of geueiHl importance to the c mutry, as for 
instance, Mr. Reagan claimed recognition to 
take up the bill grantinga charter to a company 
to build the Ea s ship railway; Mr. Randall 
and other.-to take up one of the tariff bills; 
Mr. Willis to move the passage of the lllair ed­ 
ucational bill; Mr. Cannon to call np a bill 
granting a charter to a company toballa a hotel 
In Washington, and so other members asked 
recognit on to call up various measures sup­

posed to be of national importance. In face of 
this pressure It devolved upon us to secure the 
Speaker’s recognition on tl e ground of the 
priority of our application anil the importance 
of our bill. ') his we did aud the bill was passed. 
In saying thi« much I do not desire to lie un­ 
derstood as claiming any particular credit for 
the pas age of the bill. It was in my charge 
and I gave it constant attention, but the entire 
delegation gave it their earnest support; and as 
wc always worked in harmony in matters affect­ 
ing the interest of the State, we were successful 
wln re want of hannonv would have ended iu 
failure.

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STARVED IMMIGRANTS. 
Exciting Scenes on the A rrival of the 
YVrecked Italians. 
New Y'ork, March 27th.—This after­ 
noon 519 ot the passengers of the 
wrecKed steamship Scotia arrived on the 
sea-barge Haggerty, at Castle Garden. The 
scene that followed beggared description. 
They rushed into the rotunda pell-mell, 
shrieking and howling for food like raven­ 
ous wolves. They crowded round the luuch- 
tables, climbing over each other and tramp­ 
ling on helpless women and children, and 
pandemonium reigned supreme for fully 
an hour. It is customary to register all 
immigrants before they enter the rotunda, 
but red tape was broken on this occasion 
by Superintendent Jackson. The force of 
the mass of people was so great that the 
officers who were stationed to keep order 
were swept aside like straws. 
THE SEETHING MASS 
Could not be restrained. Superintendect 
Jackson gave orders to give them all the 
food they needed and charge it to the Com­ 
missioner of Immigration. Then the dis­ 
tribution of food began. It was impossible 
to regulate the distribution. Strong men 
crowded to the front with uplifted arms 
and their eyes starting from their sockeis, 
CRYING IN ITALIAN, “ BREA» I BREAD 
The surging mob was utterly uncontrollable. 
The officers of the Garden aided in the 
distribution by throwing loaves over the 
beads of the nearest to others of the 
crowd. Every time a loaf was tired into 
the crowd twenty or more scrambled, and 
in some cases fought, to get it. Dry bread 
was a luxury. In a short time all the food 
was gone. The women and children were 
cared for, and milk and beer added to their 
portion. The complaints of the unfortu­ 
nate immigrants were most unlavorable to 
the company, and particularly to the Cap- 
taiu of the Scotia. 
ANOTHER LOT OP RAVENOUS UNFORTUNATES. 
Seventy additional passengers, who came 
bv rail from Patcboque, arrived about 9 
o’clock to-night. They were transferred 
from Long Island City on a steamboat. 
They were even more ravenous than the 
others. They were fed at the Garden, a 
fresh supply of provisions having been ob­ 
tained. Many of tbe Italians were sick 
from eating after their long fast. Several 
writhed in agony on the floor of the ro­ 
tunda. To some of their countrymen who 
met them here, the women, who composed, 
with their chiidren, the largest portion of 
the number, complained loudly of their 
bad treatment, and e-aid they could not get 
fuod or water enough during the voyage. 


SOUND IJOCTc INE. 
W hat C harles F rau d s Ada ins Saj s of 
K ailroad Consolidation. 
Boston, March 27th.—At a meeting of 
the Beacon Society last night Charles 
Francis Adams, President of the Union 
Pacific Company, said : “ I look forward to 
the time when railroad consolidation in 
Massachusetts wlli be lar greater than at 
present. If this is to be, you must uot try 
to legislate and act as though yon knew 
more than the Almighty. I look forward 
to the time when you will sec the New 
Y'ork and New England, the New Y'ork, 
New Haven and Haitford and many othei 
Massachusetts roads all consolidated. I 
look forward to the time when 4S,OuOmiles 
of railroad will be managed nnder one 
head. I say without any hesitation that I 
never had any difficulty in controlling large 
roads. It was the little ones we were al­ 
ways bothered with. Look at the large 
roads. There is no one so poor who is not 
at liberty to shoot flings at the big roads. 
See what they are saying every day about 
tbe Union Pacific. 
W henever alleged 
abuses spring up let the Commissioners 
arraign us before the bar of public opinion, 
and I do not fear the results. All that has 
been said about railroads ruling Legisla­ 
tures is folly. I assure you that, while you 
have juries. Legislatures and public opin­ 
ion, railroads will yield to their force.”

New Y’ork, March 27th.—When, at the 
sale of A. T. Stewart’s collection of paint­ 
ings on Friday night, Rosa Bonheur’s Ia­ 
mbus work, “ The Horse Fair,” was bought 
in the name of S. P. Avery, a dealer, for 
the round sum of $53,000, much specula­ 
tion was indulged in as to who was the 
real purchaser back of him. Stirntises 
were numerous, one of them being that 
Governor Stanford, of California, was the 
purchaser, and another that the French 
Government had secured the great picture.

Crops iu the West. 
Chicago, March 27tb.—The Fanners' Re­ 
view prints for its crop review this week the 
following summary : Dry weather contin­ 
ues to prevail in Kansas and in portions of 
Missouri, which has caused some injury to 
winter wheat, though very few serious re­ 
ports of damage are made, except in the 
former State. In Sedgwick and some other 
southern counties of Kansas there lias been 
very little rain since last August, while in 
Neosho, Marshall and Saline counties the 
prospects are favorable. The tenor of re­ 
ports from Missouri is still favorable for a 
crop. In Illinois the outlook is still re­ 
garded as very favorable for a full average 
crop.California Granges In New York.

St. P aul, March 27th.—Governor A. P.

000 for the development of tbe Territory, 
but found that Randall and others in charge 
of the appropriations were influenced 
against it by a statement made by tbe 
Alaska Commercial Association, which op­ 
poses the development and immigration as 
mimical to their business.

New Y'ork, March 27th.—The funeral 
of Mrs. Nat.

The interment was 
at Woodlawn, in the family plot. 
A Q uarter of a Million Lost. 
Syracuse (N. Y’.), March 28th—a. m.— 
The Sanderson Steel Works in Geddes. a 
suburb of this city, were destroyed by fire 
at 1 o’clock this morning.

F ruit growers’ Convention.—A State 
Convention of fruit-growers, under the 
auspices of the State Board of Horticult­ 
ure, has been called by the State Board to 
assemble at Riverside April lltb, and to 
contioue one week.

[>each trees have been set out in Jackson 
county aloae. Many ot them will produce 
some fruit this year. Mr. Stewart, on« of 
the members of tbe Iowa press excursion, 
which visited this Stale two years agfi,pur­ 
chased a place there, and has set out 3,500 
peach trees, and Mr. W illiams, ano,her of 
the same party, has set out an extensive 
orchard of Bartlett pears. The prospect ot 
the near completion of the connection by 
rail with California has made the people of 
the southern portion of the State jubilant

No Tidings o f the Danntloss—Stormy 
Voyage—Russia's Efforts to Fo­ 
m ent Discord in Afghanistan. 
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THE W INNER. 
T he Yacht Coronet F irst Across the A t­ 
lantic Ocean. 
London. March 27th.—The yacht Coronet 
arrived off Queenstown at li:30o’ciock this 
morning. Nothing has been seen since of 
the Dauntless. The Coronet passed the 
winning point at 12:50 o’clock, under a full 
press of canvas. 
SOME PARTICULARS OF THE VOYAGE. 
Queenstown, March 27th.—The Coronet 
arrived at 12:41 p. m. The apparent time 
occupied in the passage was 14 days, 23 
hours, 33 minutes and 46 seconds, and the 
actual time, computed on the Greenwich 
basis, was 44 days, 10 hours, 3 minutes and 
14 seconds. Whole number of nautical 
miles sailed, 2,049. Tbe longest day's run 
was 291.5 miles, made on Satnrday, March 
26th, and the shortest 38.8 miles, made on 
Tuesday, March 22d. The weather was un­ 
commonly stormy, even for this season of 
the year. No less than seven heavy gales 
contributed to keep the sea in a ferment for 
e'even days of the trip, and for two days 
the weather was so severe as to make the 
question of the yacht's living throngh 
them 
somewhat doubtful. 
She 
be­ 
haved splendidly, however, in all sorts 
of weather, and proved herself one 
of the stanchest, if not one ot tbe fastest 
vessels of her size afloat. No accident 
happened to any of the sailors, despite the 
great risks they were compelled to under­ 
take at times. W ith the exception of three 
torn sails and a little broken tackle, every­ 
thing on board was in as good shape when 
her anchor was dropped off Queenstown as 
when it was raised off Tompkinsville, 
Staten Island. It is thought that a much 
quicker passage might have been made had 
Captain Crosby carried more sail. On sev­ 
eral occasions, when the wind was light 
but the sky threatening, he was very cau­ 
tious. and his judgment was largely con­ 
trolled by the barometer, which was much 
ot the time below 29, and seldom above 30 
—the nominal hight in the latitude tra­ 
versed. The course was made a little more 
northerly than was thought safe, but for­ 
tunately no icebergs or fields were encoun­ 
tered. 
The number of persons on board the 
Coronet was 20, including 16 sailors, five 
officers, steward, cook, mess boy and five 
guests. The officers were: Captain, C. P. 
Crosby: navigator, T. B. C. Anderson; 
mates, W. A. W hittier and Otto Peterson ; 
boatswain, Augustus Bergholm. 
In passing the given line at Roche's 
Poing, the victorious yacht fired five guns, 
and the time was at once taken by the Sec­ 
retary and members of tbe Royal Cork 
Y'acbt Club, who had been on the lookout 
for her arrival. The Club then hoisted a 
signal announcing the Coronet’s arrival, 
the various stations answering the pen­ 
nant. The wind was blowing hard, and 
the Coronet entered Cork harbor in spank­ 
ing style, with all sails set and hugging the 
western shore. From start to finish tbe 
Coronet experienced strong gales, with 
tremendous seas. On Tuesday and Wed­ 
nesday last she hove to for several hours 
each day and made only 90 miles in 48 
hours. Her average run during the passage 
varied from 230 to 250 miles a day. 
THE DAUNTLESS LOOKED EOR SOON. 
London, March 27th—p. M.—The Coronet 
people believe that the Dauntless will be 
froru twenty-four to thirty hours later in 
arriving. 
Captain Anderson says the weather was 
the worst he ever experienced in all his 174 
Atlantic passages. 
THE TROUBLE IN THE E A 'T. 
Russia Likely to Precipitate Hostilities in 
A fghanistan. 
L o n d o n, March 27th.—News from India, 
not yet confirmed, says that the Ameer of 
Cabul has suddenly been stricken down 
with illness, supposed to be fever, the re­ 
sult of incessant exertions, exposure and 
worry. The situation in Afghanistan is 
said to be growing critical. Partisans 
tiave for some time been quarreling over 
the successorship. At tbe British head­ 
quarters it is considered all-important that 
the question of successorship should soon 
be decided in favor of a Prince pledged to 
an English alliance and hostile to a Rus­ 
sian one. 
The trium ph -of the Russian party at 
Cabnl would probably lead to almost im ­ 
mediate hostilities between England and 
Afghanistan, the latter supported by Rus­ 
sia with men and arms. I nofficialadvices 
received 
at the 
India 
office state 
that the Government have undoubted 
evidence from native chiefs that the 
Russiau Governor of Turkestan is bribing 
the head men of the tribes throughout the 
north of Afghanistan. Tbe work is done 
through native officers of Turkestan, who 
have entered the Russian service. The 
chiefs report that the Governor has secured 
a number of notables, and tlmt these are 
organizing an extensive plot for simultane­ 
ous rising in Afghanistan and the Pun- 
jaub. The Royalists have collected a 
large force in the upper country, and have 
resumed aggressive operations against tbe 
British. 
MOVEMENTS OF TROOPS. 
B o m bay, March 27th.—In consequence 
of news from the Governor of Herat that 
the Governor of Turkestan has ordered 
Iskander Khan, with 12,000 men, to sur­ 
prise Herat, the Ameer of Afghanistan has 
ordered 10,000 men to be in readiness to 
reinforce the troops of Herat. 
MORE DYNAMITE. 
Alleged Discovery of a Revolutionary 
Plot iu M adrid. 
M a d rid , March 27th.—The rumors cur­ 
rent during tbe past two days of the dis­ 
covery of a dynamite conspiracy have been 
confirmed by the arrest of many petsons 
connected with the plot. Amcng" the pris­ 
oners are several palace officials and the 
palace armorer. The name of a well- 
known Ministerialist Deputy is also men­ 
tioned. The Deputy alluded to will question 
the Government in Congress to-morrow 
with reference to the affair. 
Ho Fooled A bout a M agazine. 
London, March 27th.—The sentry on 
guard at the Nowden Magazine in Chatham 
dockyard, noticed a man lurking about 
the magazine last night. The man not re­ 
plying to the challenge, the sentry bayo­ 
neted him in the thigh.

UR. MORROW AND THE “ CHRONICLE.' 


T he San Francisco Chronicle has never 
Beglected any opportunity to prejudice 
Congressman Morrow in public judgment 
—a thorough-going, conscientious and able 
representative with whose career, boy and 
man, we have been familiar for over a 
quarter of a century. 
A recent instance 
of the Chronicle* littleness and antagonism 
to Mr. Morrow was its publication of what 
purported to be an interview with Mr. 
Jesse D. Carr, in which the latter is rep­ 
resented as saying that the appropriation 
for the San Francisco Postoffice site could 
have been secured at any previous Con­ 
gress. 
Of course the plan of the publica­ 
tion was to rob Mr. Morrow of any credit 
honestly due him for diligence in securing 
th e appropriation. 
In another column we publish Mr. Mor­ 
row’s reply as a tine example of manly, 
dignified and stinging response, which, it 
will be seen, is couched in such terms that 
th e Chronicle could not put itself in the 
attitude th at it would inevitably assume 
by refusing to publish it. 
The “ inter­ 
view” went on to say that Mr. Carr de­ 
clared that the bill could have passed “ if 
Morrow had been more p r u d e n t t h a t the 
latter went before the committee, and Mr. 
Holm an asked him what kind of a build­ 
ing would he asked for, after a site for the 
I’ostoffice had been secured, and that Mr. 
Morrow replied, “ a structure to cost five 
or six millions of dollars.” T hat settled it. 
M r. Morrow knocks the underpining from 
beneath this story by pointing out that 
M r. Holm an was not of the committee; 
was not present when the subject was dis­ 
cussed, and that he never raised the ob­ 
jection to any member of the California 
delegation that the prospective cost was 
too great. 
H e denies emphatically that 
any such dialogue took place between him ­ 
self and Mr. ilolm an, but adds ’ that if it 
were true, the claim for a first-class build­ 
ing would not have been at all extrava­ 
gant, 
and 
th at 
the 
appropriation 
of 
$350,000 
for 
a 
site 
carries 
the 
proposition 
on 
its 
face. 
The 
objection Mr. Holman raised 
when in 
San Francisco, and when consulted in 
W ashington, was to the purchase of any 
new site, he deeming the old, or present 
site, sufficient. 
Mr. Morrow then explains 
very clearly how consideration of the bill 
was finally secured, and its passage effected, 
and the great difficulty involved in secur­ 
ing recognition to take up the bills—under 
su-pension of the rules—not promoted by 
the chairmen of committees. 
The explan­ 
ation by Mr. Morrow will be found to con­ 
tain interesting information on this topic, 
and concerning procedure in Congress. 
H e very modestly disclaims any special 
credit for securing the passage of the bill, 
th at is not equally to !>e awarded to the 
other members of the California delega­ 
tion, all of whom, he says, labored diligently 
and 
in harmony 
for a common 
end. 
But it remains th at the I’ostoffice bill was 
in Mr. Morrow’s charge, it was under the 
call of his name that it was brought up, 
aud 
received the 
indorsement of the 
House, aii't it was to this measure that he 
devoted unflagging and constant atten­ 
tion, and unquestionably to him its success 
in the House was most largely due. 
As a 
m atter of fact Mr. Morrow has nailed the 
Chronicle to a cross and placed it in a very 
liumiUating attitude. 
I t could easily have 
ascertained all the bottom facts had it been 
disposed to fairness toward the Congress­ 
man, and at least m ight have called upon 
him for correction of Mr. Carr’s alleged 
statem ent prior to publishing it. 
In its 
solicitude to stab the Representative, it 
lias given him an opportunity to expose 
the prejudice and underlying meanness 
that *s substructural to its entire system. 


A PROTEST. 


I t is very much to he regretted—indeed, 
it is exasperating and tests good nature to 
the extreme— that some of the Los Angeles 
papers are so fearful of ill th at they con­ 
ju re enemies at the north out of their 
nervous fancy.

The truth is there is 
nothing whatever to justifv the shadow of 
a single spasm of anger. 
We read the 
press of Centra] and N orthern California 
diligently and have pretty good means of 
knowing the burden of public thought aud 
voice, and have discovered no such as­ 
saults 
as 
charged 
by 
the 
Los 
An- 
geies Tribune, for 
instance. 
W e 
have 
seen 
neither 
in 
press 
nor 
maga­ 
zine, nor heard in private or on the high­ 
way, any exultation over the south, or 
m isrepresentation concerning it, or-know of 
any scattering abroad of a story of horrors 
alsiut Los Angeles. 
O ur Los Angeles 
friends are unw arrantably sensitive, and 
i:n u-tifiably abusive. W e are told th at “the 
brethren” of the north have donesom etking 


or other “ to shame hum anity.” 
For our 
soul’s sake we cannot imagine w hat it is. 
W e protest against this miserable, nervous, 
jerky, school-boy jealousy; 
we 
protest 
against the back-alley journalisqj that 
gives it currency, and 
this rancorous 
method of expression in which the Tribune 
indulges. 
I t “ sham es” the whole State 
in the eyes of the host of strangers w ithin 
our bounds. 
It presents us as a bickering, 
quarreling, jealous lot of rural 
“ igno­ 
ramuses ” who have neither sense nor de­ 
cency enough to refrain from disgusting 
exhibitions of nakedness. T he R e c o r d - 
U n io n has taken no part in these pitiful 
wrangles, and will not. 
I t has neither 
time, disposition, nor space for anything 
concerning this Bix-by-nine quarrel, ex­ 
cept to 
protest 
against 
it 
somewhat 
w arm ly; to declare th at it is pretty much 
one-sided ; th at it is unjust to the people 
of the whole State, and presents them in a 
most hum iliating light. 
If such of the

W hen he expressed 
thankfulness th at he belonged to a country 
where civil government holds over its 
people the legis of its protection w ithout 
interfering w ith th e legitim ate exercise of 
the obligations of their religious faiths, he 
uttered a tru th that lies at the foundation 
of the loftiest possibilities of free institu­ 
tions.

of California, at its twenty-seventh 


session, beginning on the third day 


of January, A. D. eighteen hundred 


and eighty-seven, two-thirds of all 


the members elected to each of the 


two Houses of said Legislature 


voting in favor thereof, proposed 


the following described amend­ 


ments to the Constitution of the 


State of California, to w it: 


Amendment Number One. 


To propose lo the people o f th e State an 
am endm ent to the Constitution o f the 
State* relative to the Judieiary D epart­ 
m ent. 


Resolved, That the Legislature of the State of 
California, at its regular session, commencing 
on the third day of January, A. D. eighteen hun­ 
dred and eighty-seven, two-thirds of all the 
members elected to each of the two Houses of 
said Legislature voting in favor thereof, hereby 
propose that Sections two and three, of Article 
VI., of the Constitution ot said State, be 
ameuded so as to read as follows: 


S e c t io n 2. The Supreme Court shall consist of 
seven Justices. Ih e Associate Justices of the 
Supreme Court, in office at the time of the adop­ 
tion of this amendment to the Constitution, are 
hereby continued in office as Justices of the fcu- 
preme Court for the remainder of the terms to 
which they were respectively elected. The Jus­ 
tices shall elect one of their num ber to be Chief 
Justice, and he shall hold the office of Chief 
Justice of said Court for a term of two years. 
At the expiration of the term of the Chief Jus­ 
tice first elected, and every two years thereafter, 
the Justices shall elect a Chief Justice for a like 
term of two years. An entry of the election of 
such Chief Justice shall be made in the minutes 
of the Court and signed by four Justices. When­ 
ever thereafter a vacancy occurs in the office of 
Chief Justice, a like election shall be had to 
fill such office for the unexpired term. Ih e Su­ 
preme Court may sit in departments or in bank, 
and shall always be open for the transaction of 
business. There shall be two departments, de­ 
nominated respectively, Department One and 
Department Two. The Chief Justice shall assign 
three of the Justices to each department, and 
such assignment may be changed by him from 
time to time. The Justices shall be competent to 
sit in either department, and may interchange 
with each other by agreement among them ­ 
selves or as ordered by the Chief Justice. Each 
of the departments shall have the power to hear 
and determine causes and all questions arising 
therein, subject to the provisions hereinafter 
contained in relation to tne Court in bank. The 
presence of three Justices shall be necessary to 
transact any business in either of the depart­ 
ments, except such as may be done at cham ­ 
bers, and the concurrence of two Justices shall 
be necessary to pronounce a judgment. The 
Chief Justice shall apportion the business to 
the departments, and may. in his d scretion, 
order any cause pending before the Court to be 
heard aud decided by tne Court in bank. The 
order may be made before or after judgm ent 
pronounced by a department; but where a cause 
has beeu allotted to one of the departments, and 
a judgm ert pronounced thereon, the order must 
be made within thirty days after such judgment, 
and concurred in by two Justices, and if so 
made it shall have the effect to vacate and set 
aside the judgment. Any four Justices may, 
either before or after judgment by a depart­ 
ment, order a case to be neard in bank. It the 
order be not made within the time above lim­ 
ited, the judgm ent shall be final. No judgment 
by a department shall become final until the 
expiration of the period ol thirty days a'ore- 
said, unless approved by the Chief Justice, in 
writing, with the concurrence of two Justices. 
I h e Chief Justice may convene the'C curt in 
bank at any time, and shall be the presid­ 
ing Justice of the Court 
wheu 
so 
con­ 
vened. 
The 
concurrence 
of 
four 
Jus­ 
tices present at 
the 
argument 
shall 
be 
necessary to pronounce a judgm ent in bank ; 
but if four Justices, so present, do not concur in 
a judgment, then all the Justices qualified to sit 
in the cause shall hear the argum ent; but to 
render a judgment a concurrence of four Judges 
shall be necessary. In the determination of 
causes all decisions of the Court in bank, or in 
departments, shall be given in writing, and the 
grounds of the decision shall be stated. The 
Chief Justice may sit iu either department, and 
shall preside wrhen so siting, but the Justices 
assigned to each department shall select one of 
their number as presiding Justice. Iu case of 
the absence of the Chief Justice from the plade 
at which the Court is held, or his inability to 
act, the Associate Justices shall select o^e of 
their own number to perform the duties and ex­ 
ercise the powers o! the Chief Justice during 
such absence or inability to act. The Supreme 
Court Commission, created by the Act of the 
Legislature approved March twelfth, eight* eu 
hundred and eiglity-five, shall continue and be 
a Supreme Court Commission for four years after 
the adoption of this amendment. Said Com­ 
mission may be continued for such 
time 
thereafter 
as may 
be 
fixed 
bv an 
Act 
passed 
by 
a 
vote 
of 
two-tliirds of the 
elected mtmijers 
of each 
House 
of the 
Legislature, and approved by the Governor. 
The members ih e reo f and Secretary shall l>e ap­ 
pointed as in Aki Act provided; and such Com­ 
missioners shjm^be subject to removal in like 
manner as Judges of the Supreme Court. Said 
Commission shall have the same power to hear 
and determiue causes possessed by a depart­ 
ment of the Supreme Court; and causes may be 
assigned to the Commission in the same m an­ 
ner they are assigned to a department, and after 
decision they may be ordered heard in bank In 
the same way, and with like restrictions os if 
decided in department. The judgments of the 
Commission shall lie entered as the judgments 
of the Court. The Commission shall sit at such 
times and places as may be designated by the 
Court, but such Commissioners snail not exer­ 
cise any judicial functions except when assem­ 
bled as a Commission, and then they shall only 
have the power to hear and determine such 
causes as may have been assigned to them. 


S e c t io n 3. The Justices of the Supreme Court 
shall be elected by the qualified electors of the 
S ate at large, at the general State elections, and 
the times and places at which State officers are 
elected: and the term of office shall be twelve 
years from and after the fii>t Monday after the 
first day of January next succeeding thqjr elec­ 
tion. Three Justices shall be elected for the full 
term at tt»e general State election held in eight­ 
een hundred and ninety ; and at the general elec­ 
tion held every fourth year thereafter, two 
Justices shall be elected for full terms of twelve 
years, except that in every twelfth year there­ 
after, three Justice-; shall be elected for full 
terms. If the Chief Justice, or any Justice, be­ 
com es permanently disqualified, either men­ 
tally or physically, to perform the duties of his 
office, and such fact is certified to the Governor 
by five Justices, one of whom may be the Chief 
Justice in case of the disability of a Justice, the 
officeof such disqualified person becomes Im­ 
mediately vacant, and he *nall be paid a retir­ 
ing salary of two hundred and fifty (250) dollars 
per month for the remainder of his term. If a 
vacancy exist or occur in the office of a Justice, 
the Governor shall appoint a person to hokJ the 
office for the remainder of the unexpired term.

A R esolution to propose an am endm ent to 
Section eight, o f A rticle X I., o f the Con­ 
stitution o f ih e State o f C alifornia, re­ 
latin g to the f« anting o f a charter for 
cities o f m ore than one hundred thou ­ 
sand inhabitants, and for cities o f over 
ten thousand and less than one hun­ 
dred thousand inhabitants. 


Resolved, That the Legislature of the State of 
California, at its regular session, commencing 
ou the third day of January, eighteen hundred 
and eighty-seven, two-thirds of all the members 
elected to each of the two Houses of said Legis 
lature voting in favor thereof, hereby propose 
that Section eight, of Article XI., of the Consti­ 
tution oi said state, be amended so as to read as 
follows: 


S e c t io n 8. Any city containing a population of 
more than one hundred thousand inhabitants 
may frame a c harter for its own government, 
consistent with and subject to the Constitution 
and laws of this State, by causing a Board of 
fifteen freeholders, who shall have been for at 
least five years qualified electors thereof, to be 
elected by the qualified voters of such city, at 
any general or special election, whose duty it 
shailbe, w ithin nmety days after such election, 
to prepare and propose a charter for such city, 
which shall be signed in duplicate by the mem- 
l>ers of .such Board, or a majority ol them, and 
returned, one copy thereof to the Mayor, or 
other chief executive officer of such city, and 
the other to the Recorder of Deeds of the 
county. Such proposed charter shall then be 
published in two daily papers of general circu­ 
lation in such city, for at least twenty days; and

the organic law thereof, and supersede any ex­ 
isting charter, and all amendments thereof, and 
all special laws inconsistent with such charter. 
A copy of such charter, certified by the Mayor, 
or chief executive officer, and authenticated by 
the seal of such city, setting forth the submis­ 
sion of such charter to the electors, and its rati­ 
fication by them, shall be made iu duplicate, 
and deposited, one in the office of the Secretary 
of State, the other, after being recorded in the 
office of the Recorder of Deeds of the county, 
among the archives of the city. All Courts sha'll 
take judicial notice thereof. The charter so 
ratified may be amended at intervals of not less 
than two years, by proposals therefur, submitted 
by legislative authority of the city to the quali­ 
fied voters thereof, at a general or special elec­ 
tion held at least sixty days after the publica­ 
tion of such proposals, and ratified by at least 
three-fifths of 
the qualified eleetdrs voting 
therea*, and approved by the Legislature as 
herein provided for the approval of the charter. 
In submitting any such cnarter, or amendment 
thereto, any alternative article or proposition 
mav be presented for the choice of the voters, 
and may be voted on separately without preju­ 
dice to others. Any city containing a nopu- 
lation of more than ten thousand ana not 
more than one hundred thousand inhabitants 
may frame a charter for its own government, 
consistent with and subject to the Constitution 
and laws of this State, by causing a Board of fif­ 
teen freeholders, who shall have been for at 
least five years qualified electors thereof, to be 
elected by the qualified voters of said city, at 
auy general or special election, whose duty it 
shall be, within ninety days after such election, 
to prepare and propose a charter for such city, 
which shall be signed in duplicate by the mem­ 
bers of such Board, or a majority of "them, and 
returned, one copy thereof to the Mayor, or 
other chief executive of said city, and the otner 
to the Recorder of the county. Such proposed 
charter shall then be published in two daily 
papers of general circulation in such city, for at 
least twenty days ; and the first publication shall 
be made within twenty days after the comple­ 
tion of the ch arter: and within not less than 
thirty days after such publication it shull be 
submitted to the qualified electors of said city, 
»t a general or special election, and if a major­ 
ity of such qualified electors voting thereat 
shsll ratify the same, it shall thereafter be sub­ 
mitted to the Legislature for its approval or re­ 
jection as a whole, without power of alteration 
or amendment, and if Approved by a majority 
vote of the members elected to each House, it 
shall become the chatter of such city and the 
organic law thereof, and shall supersede any

notice of saii^ffiarter. The charter so ratified 
may be amended, at intertfcls of not less than 
two years, by proposals therefor, submitted by 
the legislative authority of the city to the quali­ 
fied electors thereof, at a general or special elec­ 
tion held at least sixty days after tlic publica­ 
tion of such proposals, ana ratified by at least 
three-fifths of the qualified electors voting there­ 
at, and approved by the Legislature as herein 
provided for the approval of the charter. In 
submitting any such charter, or am endm ent 
thereto, auy alternative article or proposition 
may be pre-ented for the choice of the voters, 
and m aybe voted on separately without preju­ 
dice to others.

MILITARY BANQUET. 


T h e R e tirin g C olonel E n te rta in s th e Offi- 
cera of th e R egim ent. 
Colonel T. W. Sheehan, who has for some 
years been in command of the First A rtil­ 
lery Regiment, and who a few days since 
tendered his resignation, on Saturday even­ 
ing entertained the officers ot the regiment 
at a banquet at John Haubs' restaurant on 
J street. The officers m et at the armory in 
fatigue uniform and marched to the res­ 
taurant at 8:30 p. m ., from which they did 
not emerge until 2 a . m . 
The Colonel occu­ 
pied a position at the head of the table and 
the officers were arranged in order of their 
rank. The Colonel in his speech of wel­ 
come said that no one had been notified to 
be prepared to respond to anv particular 
toast. 
It was a fact well established in all 
history that great fighters never were great 
speech makers, and that being the case 
great orators were not to b e looked for in 
the First Artillery Regiment. This being 
the last tim e that he should meet the offi­ 
cers of the regim ent he desired it to be a 
tim e of jollity, a go-as-you-please reunion 
not soon to be forgotten. 
He then invited 
all to partake of the elegant feast that had 
been prepared for them . The m enu was 
most elaborate, the service of courses ex­ 
tending over two hours and embracing 
the most toothsome edibles in vaiiety,

The two hours of dining 
and wining were devoted to pleasant con­ 
verse, sallies of wit and repartee, anecdotes 
of camp life and innocent chaffing. The 
Colonel was unusually suave and jovial; 
his subordinates followed wherever he led, 
and the moments sped rapidly by in one 
laughing, rolicking and congenial reunion. 
ivhen the last course had been served, 
and the guests were regaling themselves 
with the finest of Havanas, the Colonel 
called attention and there was a halt in the 
uproarious levity. H e called upon Captain 
John A. Sheehan, of the brigade staff, to 
respond to the toast, “ The future prosper­ 
ity of the Fourth Brigade.” 
Captain Sheehan replied appropriately 
to the sentim ent expressed in the toast, and 
said the officers of the brigade staff all ex­ 
pressed their deep regret at Colonel Shee­ 
han’s retiracy. They had always looked 
upon him as a capable and efficient com­ 
mander, and the present excellent stand­ 
ing ot the regiment was largely, if not al­ 
most entirely, due to his untiring efforts in 
its behalf. 
Colonel Sheehan responded to the Cap­ 
tain’s handsome compliment, saying that 
he had been honored on a num ber of occa­ 
sions by the Fourth Brigade. 
Toasts were responded to in the follow­ 
ing order; “ The prosperity and welfare of 
the First Artillery Regiment for all tim e,” 
Lietitenant-Colonel Guthrie. 
“ The Major of the Regiment.” 
H and­ 
somely responded to by Major McKee. 
In 
closing, he said we are losing a commander 
whom we have learned to honor, esteem 
and love. By his cool, calm and deter­ 
mined demeanor—always kind, ever right 
—he has won the confidence of every man 
in the regiment. Colonel Sheehan can rest 
assured that in retiring he carries with 
him the best and earnest wish .s of each in­ 
dividual in the regim ent for his success in 
life, and can at all times count every m an 
in this command a friend. 
‘The Senior Captain of Company B.” 
Responded to by Captain Cook. 
Colonel Sheehan next announced “ The 
Fighting Captain of the Regim ent,” and 
called upon Captain Stevens, of the “ A 
In vincibles,” to respond. Captain Stevens 
is an exception to the rule, for he is both a 
fighter and an orator, and in each of these 
striking traits of character is decidedly 
original. His every sentence is a gem of 
thought. He strikes hard, his sarcasm is 
withering, his wit pungent, and his style 
altogether that of a queer make-up—but, 
like Davy Crockett, he is first “ sure,” then 
sails right in regardless of consequences. 
He is an entire entertainm ent of himself, 
and m ust be seen and heard to be appre­ 
ciated. H is advice to his fellow-officers re­ 
garding the selection of a successor to Col­ 
onel Sheehan was very pointed, and almost 
approached personality. H e did not believe 
there was a man in the regiment fit to step 
in the shoes of his retiring commander, 
whom he styled “ Little Phil.” 
The next toast called for was “Company 
G," the company of which Colonel Sheehan 
was Captain when electei to the command 
of the regiment. This toast was responded 
to by its Captain, T. B. H all. 
“Company F. of W oodland.” Responded 
to by Captain Curson. 
“Company E, the Baby of the Regim ent,” 
Captain Safford. 
“Our Citizen Soldiery.” Replied to by H. 
Weinstock, ex-Captain of Company G ." H e 
paid a high tribute to the National Guard 
and compared th e soldiers of Europe to 
those of America. The American soldier 
possesses a quality that a European soldier 
can never hope to possess, and that is the 
spirit of freedom. The American soldier 
is the servant of no man. H e is not the 
tool in the hands of a despot, mere food of 
a cannon at a tyrant's will; he does not 
wear the uniform because he m ust. W here 
there is that spirit of m ust, there cannot be 
found that loyalty observable in our own 
country where it is a m atter of option, a 
m atter of choice. 
W ith that love of home, 
freedom and liberty which characterized 
our revolutionary fathers still anim ating our 
countrym en, we never need fear a foreign 
power. We need never to fear to meet and 
will certainly conquer the highest trained 
arm y Europe can ever present. He gave a 
description of what to him was an ideal sol­ 
dier, and said that man who filled the bill in 
every respect was the retiring Colonel of the 
First Artillery Regiment, 
lie closed his 
lengthy and well-timed speech by saying: 
“ The gentleman who sits at the head of 
this banquet-table to-night has all the 
traits of character, all the requisites of a 
true and loyal m ilitary man. 
He was my 
model. 
I endeavored to follow in his 
footsteps; I followed his example. 
So 
long as the officers of this regiment will 
hold him as their model, so long as they 
endeavor to emulate his example, just so 
long will our city and State he proud of 
you a3 officers of the National Guard.” 
’ “ The Staff Officers.” 
Responded to by 
Captain Nearv, A djutant on the Colonel’s 
stalf. 
Captain Long proposed the health of 
Colonel Sheehan, which was drank in a 
bum per of champagne. The Colonel re­ 
sponded, saying that he left the National 
Guard as he entered it, with the kindliest 
feelings toward all. 
He never expected to 
be an active m em ber ag ain ; his resigna­ 
tion had been accepted, and he retired 
from the service with the rank of Colonel. 
He should, however, always have an inter­ 
est in the welfare of the regiment. H e did 
not believe there is a regiment in the State 
could 
go 
through w ith 
the 
battalion 
drill as well as «ould the First Artillery. 
Never in the history of the regiment 
were the Captains and Lieutenants so 
well up in m ilitary tactics. 
The time 
had come when he could drop out without 
crippling the regim ent. The Lieutenant- 
Colonel and the Major were competent and 
efficient officers—men who were well np in 
the drill work. 
H e paid a high compli­ 
m ent to the Captains of the regiment, and 
said when a man leaves the Captaincy of a 
company for a higher position be really 
steps down in the ran k s; for, in his opin­ 
ion, to be Captain of a good company was 
the first place in the National Guard. He 
had not belonged to the National Guard 
lor the purpose of benefiting him self finan­ 
cially or socially, hut because he loved it. 
He would always feel that the years of his 
life devoted to this service were well spent, 
and that in the First A rtillery Regiment 
he had many friends. 
lie expressed his 
gratitude to the officers for the m any kind­ 
nesses that had been shown him , and if he 
ever gave offense it was in the line of duty, 
and not because he disliked the individual. 
In selecting his m en he never allowed 
politics to sway him in the least; he would 
simply consider whether or the individual 
would m ake a good officer. H e had en­ 
deavored to m anage the regim ent so as not 
to bring himself, the officers nor the men 
into disrepute and he was proud of bis 
record.

T licy C om m ence to P ay . 
A few days since we noted the fact that 
A lexander & Joseph, special counsel for 
the county, had notified the various cor­ 
porations whose principal place of business 
is in this county, to pay the taxes on their 
issue of stock certificates. 
Since then 
m any m ining corporations have notified 
them th at no stock was ever issued, the 
companies being apparently gotten up for 
prospecting purposes, and, not being suc­ 
cessful, the stock never became m arketa­ 
ble. The Sacramento Bank, after investi­ 
gation, paid their tax. The Mechanics' 
Building and Loan Association referred 
the m atter to its attorney, A. P. Catlin, 
and, after a thorough investigation of the 
subject, Mr. Catlin advised the Association 
to pay the tax, and through its Secretary, 
Charles R. Parsons, it has notified the 
counsel tor the county that its tax will be 
paid. So it appears that the county is 
about to receive the money which corpora­ 
tions have so long forgotten to pay.

said that some organizations will refuse to 
settle, but Alexander & 
Joseph feel confi­ 
dent that the num ber of those allowing the 
m atter to go iuto Court will be small.

A. E. Davis left Thursday for New Jer­ 
sey. to visit some relatives. 
H e will meet 
ex'-Senator Fair presently in Chicago, and 
then return to California. 
A determined effort has been begun to 
enforce the Sunday law in the District of 
Columbia and it has almost created a panic 
among saloon and restaurant m en. 
Charles Crocker and family leave for San 
Francisco on the 30th inst. Mis. Senator 
George Hearst leaves about the same time, 
so as to be present at Miss H attie's wed­ 
ding. 
Pensions have been issued to the follow­ 
ing Californians: Susan E. Barry, army 
nurse, San Francisco; Charles T. Sutphen, 
Sania Cruz; Joseph Lane Mendocino City; 
John M oElhennv. Plevto, and Samuel Ó. 
N atter, Kelseyville. 
The boundary line between Rhode Island 
and Connecticut, which has been a m atter 
of litigation and dispute for more than 200 
years, was settled on 8alurday by an agree­ 
m ent signed by duly authorized Commis­ 
sioners from both States. 
Senator Stewart is still in W ashington, 
while Senator John P. Jones is enjoying 
the comforts of the Hoffman House, New 
York. The former was greeted by hosts of 
old friends, who warm ly welcomed him 
back to hi«Kenatorial labors. 
It has been discovered that Janies Kear- 
nev. of the law firm of Thane & Kearney, 
of New York, who is the last man reported 
as an alleged swindler and a fugitive, has 
taken from $80.000 to $110,000 in cash with 
him, all of which he has accumulated in 
its alleged transactions since his marriage, 
one year ago.

FOREIGN . 
The Cambridge crew defeated the 0 xfords 
in thg University boat race on the Thames, 
Eng , on Thursday. The tim e was 20:50. 
Eighty-five persons lost their lives by the 
explosion in the Bulii colliery at Lidney 
on Thursday. The bodies have been re­ 
covered. 
It is reported from Rnstchuk that revolts 
have taken place at Plevna, W idden, and 
in the vicinity of Philippopolis. and that 
the insurgents have held all three places 
for three days. 
Seuor Del Campo, who made himself 
notorious by bis debauchery while Secre­ 
tary of the Chilean Legation in W ashington, 
is not dead, as was reported soon after he 
was ordered home. 
Eighty-seven torpedo vessels belonging 
to the Baltic fleet of the Russian navy have 
been ordered to be put in a state of constant 
readiness for servi e. 
Crews have been 
ordered forthw ith for forty-five of these 
vessels. 
PACIFIC COAST. 
L. W . Hoops, a prom inent resident of 
Oreville, died Friday night. 
J. Moore has been held to answer at 
Reno, Nev., on a charge of m urdering his 
daughter. 
Georgia Reyes de N ordholt has brought 
suit to recover property in Los Angeles 
valued at $750,000. 
Representative Louttit arrived home at 
Stockton on Saturday and was tendered a 
public reception bv the citizens of that city. 
A greater portion of Chinatown, situated 
on the outskirts of lone, was burned on 
Saturday. 
About a dozen shanties, with a 
great portion of their contents, were con­ 
sumed. 
T he Lake Tahoe steam er is now making 
but two trips a week around the lake. It 
leaves Glenbrook every Tuesday and Fri­ 
day m orning at 6 o’clock, and returns the 
same day. 
Last Thursday afternoon Thos. Adamina, 
a Swiss buttcr-m aker on the ranch of Peter 
Zamaroni, in Chileno valley, Marin county, 
tried to commit suicide by cutting his 
throat with a razor. 
Quite a num ber of orange trees have 
been planted in and around Benicia this 
season, and during the past week L. W. 
Moore and the Benicia W ater Company 
have set out a number. 
A little 5-year-old son of W. T. Simms, of 
Riverside, attempted to board a loaded 
truck, but was run over and killed. 
His 
m other is very low from nervous prostra­ 
tion and is liable to not survive long. 
A man named H arry H . Osborn, aged 23, 
a brakem an on a freight train, jumped 
from ihe train at Goshen on Saturday. H e 
fell against a truck and was thrown under 
the train and had his head severed from 
the body. 
In polling i IT the train at Caliente, on 
Saturday, Ed Mills, a car-rer-airer, fell be­ 
tween two ears, the iraiti parsing over bis 
legs and severing them from the body. No 
doctor being near, an engine was sent with 
him to Sumner, where hedied about 10 p . m . 
Over 4,500 head of hogs have died near 
Point Reyes, Marin county, of cholera, 
since the disease was im ported into that 
county from Sun Fraacisco a few weeks 
back. M any bave aisodiea in other places 
in ibat county touched by the same drove 
of hogs.
